DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-3, 5-7, 12-29, 34, 38, 40, 42 and 44 have been canceled. Claims 4, 8- 
1 1 , 30-33, 35-37, 39, 41 , 43, 45 and 46 are currently pending in this Application. 
RCE 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
November 19, 2009 has been entered. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The amendment and remarks filed on November 03, 2009 were fully considered 
and entered into the application. Claims 4, 8-1 1 , 28-46 were rejected under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting over claim 4 of co-pending U.S. 
Patent No. 7,235,579 as set forth in the previous office action. Applicant's amendments 
to the claims have overcome the rejection. There overlapping subject matter was 
deleted from the claims of this Application. Therefore, claims 4, 8-1 1 , 30-33, 35-37, 39, 
41 , 43, 45 and 46 are allowable.
